He asked the 
brethren to be mindful of the 
purpose for which they came to 
Memphis and spend their time 
worshiping God. He expressed 
these things because the papers 
reported the saints are in 
trouble. He stated, “The saints 
are not in trouble.” He asked 
that individuals stop going to the 
press with church business but 
come to the leadership and do 
things properly. He warned that 
going to the wrong source for 
support will only hurt. 


The convocation had an array of 
speakers. The Word was being 
presented at every turn. Bishop 
Robert Woodard of Houston, 
Texas was presented by Bishop 
O. T. Jones, Jr., and proceeded 
to preach. When the elderly and

He shaped his remarks 
around the current campaign for 
president. Robertson has a 
vision for America which 
included only the best of 
Christian principles. He stated 
his commitment to education, 
warfare upon crime, drugs and 
the circumstances which 
separate people from the 
promises found within the 
American dream. The Saints 
gladly accepted his remarks as 
food \ for ‘thought,),, The 
convocation was also honored 
that Miss Cash sang a beautiful 
gospel number. 


The presiding officer of the 
Church was ready to preach. 
Before he delivered his annual 
message, he spoke about the 
couple who were accosted during 
the meeting. It is hard to imagine 
saints being robbed, and one 
shot during the meeting. Bishop

The message encouraged the 
saints to keep going inspite of 
sacrifice and therefore realize 
the victory in following Jesus.

Clean) White was next. Bishop 
C. L. Anderson brought him 
before the saints. Everybody 
knows Mr. Clean and that he can 
really preach. He took his text 
from!) Thuke"21:25-267) and 
developed a unique theme: “How 
To Survive The Big One.” It just 
can’t be explained! Truly, 
whatever one believes the big

He took his texts from 
Revelation 12:1-4, and Isaiah 
66:7-9. The thought was 


provoking as he lifted up, 
“Deliverance In The Belly Of 
The Church.” His clear and well 
prepared thought moved the 
saints. There is hope in the 
reality of the Holy Ghost and the 


bishop’s message was indeed 
supportive. 


The Women’s Day added 
another beautiful chapter to this 
meeting. Mother McGlothen 
gave only a few words of 
encouragement and they were 
well seasoned and uplifting. The 
message that morning was given 
by Mother Emma Crouch. 
Supervisor Crouch spoke from 
Mark 5:34, and told the saints 
about, “A Woman With A Touch 
Of Faith.”

Controversy has been generated, 
and bishop reflected, “without 
need or provocation.’’ He 
prefaced his remarks by stating 
he wanted everyone to feel 
comfortable. Bishop Patterson is 
mindful that both Black and 
White saints watch the Church 


of God in Christ. He pointed out 
that offences come to help the 
Church. He then cautioned the 
saints, ‘Don’t get it in your mind 
this was done (negative news 
reporting) only because we are

CHEAP SHOTS

Face it, the Church of God in 
Christ got hit with a number of 
cheap shots before and during 
the Holy Convocation. It appears 
that Memphis’ local newspaper 
has found sources. of 
misinformation and even worse; 
reporters who misquote our 
presiding bishop as a matter of 
fact. Possibly, the greatest 
disservice is the fact that our 
integrity as a _ legitimate 
Christian institution is being 
scrutinized and pondered over 
by unsaved and uncaring people. 


Well, I for one am sick of this! 
Every saint should be sick of the 
scurrilous reporting of Church 
of God in Christ activities. I 
asked myself a few questions. 
Firstly, why would a local 
newspaper print serial stories of 
misinformation as_ facts? 
Secondly, why would that same 
paper quote persons without 
authority or tangible 
responsibility as being 
authorized and knowledgeable 
sources? Why would the paper 
print swallow and slick pieces 
about our convocation, which 
only demean and create 
problems and skepticism in the 
minds of the general public? 
Certainly, the Memphis 
business community is 
attempting to keep the Church 


of God in Christ’s main 
convention in Memphis, 
Tennessee. 


Consider this story as a possible 
explanation. Once there was a 
man who had a wife that could 
not cook. He was very unhappy 
about that situation. He told his 
neighbor repeatedly, “my wife 
can’t cook!” After being made 
party to much discussion about 
the woman’s poor cooking, the 
neighbor began to demean the 
woman like her husband. The 
neighbor never ate or lived in the 
home but felt like he could say 
anything. To this end, the 
husband and wife fought about 
the neighbor’s comments. What 
is the moral to this story? Never 
allow outsiders into one’s 
private matters. Outsiders can 
talk without fear of losing 
anything. Outsiders don’t care 
who or what they damage 
because they have no real 


interest in the matter. 


The point is simple and the 
saints need to tell those who 
have complaints, to keep our 
business at home. Unauthorized 
persons need to stop talking to 
the press. Persons with bones to 
pick and even legitimate 
concerns should take matters to 
our church’s leadership. The 
floor of the general assembly, 
jurisdictional leadership and 
better yet, taking one’s brother 
to God is the correct way. Our 
Church is an institution of 
significance and we represent 
God in this world. Be careful for 
nothing! 


In my position people tell me 
many things. After the 
convocation a saint expressed to 
me how she hid the newspapers 
from her unsaved husband. For 
example the Commercial 
Appeal, November 7, 1987, 
printed, about our worship, ‘‘For 
an expected 42,000 saints-as 
convention delegates are called- 
its also something of a spector 
sport.”’ Do you come to the 
convocation to involve yourself 
in a spector sport? My belief in 
God is more than good clean fun! 
The article printed November 2, 
1987, was even worse. Lastly, a 
person pointed out another 
individual to me. There was an 
attractive young woman 
standing at the altar one night. 
The service was high and the 
Lord was blessing. This fellow 
told me that woman is one of the 
biggest prostitutes in Memphis. 
My soul rejoiced upon hearing 
that. The altar is where she 
needs to be. I pray that we never 
become so tarnished in the 
public eye that we are held with 
contempt and distrust, to the 
point that souls stop coming for 
prayer. We are a Church and not 
a spectacle for public ridicule. 


It is time to tighten up our ranks 
and start practicing love and 
discipline which characterizes a 
saintly life.

Mason Temple was the scene of 
great preaching and splendid 
worship earlier in the week. 
November 9, 1987, all that 
changed. The temple was yet 
filled to capacity but the saints 
gathered to vote on an issue 
considered unthinkable. Last 
year the unthinkable question of 
a convocation move was 
presented because of recurring 
hotel problems. Chief among the 
complaints were room rates and 
inadequate numbers of hotel 
rooms for convocation delegates. 
The chairman’s special housing 


committee brought back a 
favorable report about better 
sites. It seemed at the time the 
bird was in hand and St. Louis 
was a possible site. 


The chairman allowed debate on 
the issue. Many respondents 
took to the floor. There was 
Bishop Sanders of St. Louis, and 
he characterized some of the 
suggested hotels in St. Louis, as 
not of the best quality. He 
commented that a convocation 
move to St. Louis would be a bad 
move, and under’ such 
arrangements he would not 
attend. The debate grew and 
emotions ran high. All and all 
the delegates maintained their 
dignity and saintly demeanor. 
The issue was taken point by 
point but nothing was being 
resolved. The facts and figures 
were challenged and finally it 
seemed that only devisiveness 
and greater debate would result. 


Finally, the Elder Charles 
Quillen of New York, tested the 
parlimentary principle of tabling 
a problem. He presented the 
chair with a motion that literally 
said we are going no where and 
these circumstances will only 
cause harm and pain to the 
church. The chairman, Bishop 
Willis looked at the floor with 
tens and tens of respondents 
jockeying for position at the mic. 
He gladly heard delegate Quillen 
and asked for a second. from the 
floor came scores and shouts, 
seconding the motion. The 
subsequent vote was taken and 
measured an overwhelming 
acceptance for tabling the issue. 
The consequence being that the 
saints will be in Memphis next 
year; should the Lord delay his 
coming! 


CONVOCATION AIDS SEMINAR 


During the Holy Convocation 
the program committee provided 
time for a most significant topic. 
The time was used to discuss 
Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndrome, commonly referred 
to as AIDS. Invited to present 
the cold facts were Dr. Wenzer 
Dennis M.D., of New Orleans, 
Louisiana and Dr. Bennie 
Primm M.D., of Atlanta, 
Georgia. Dr. Dennis is amember 
of the Church of God in Christ 
and did a thorough job of relating 
the vast and deadly problem 
AIDS has become. Dr. Dennis is 
aware that the secular world is 


struggling with the illness but 
was candid about its 
transmission. It could so easily 
visit the homes of the saints. 
After his informative 
presentation, one could not be at 
ease, knowing that such a 
hideous disease could invade the 
homes of the saints. 


The disease is not relegated to 
the homosexual community as 
previously reported. The 
heterosexual community has 
been infected through drug 
abuse. Consider the following: 


*Blacks represent 50% of 
emergency room cases for 
cocaine use and 35% of cocaine 
related deaths. 


*Some form of substance abuse 
is involved in 60% of all family 
juvenile cases. 


*Among (IV) drug abusers with 
AIDS, 42% are Black. Eighty 
percent of children with AIDS 
are nonwhite; in the majority of 
these cases, the cause of 
infection may be traced to 
intravenous drug used by their 
parents.

black. I say that because I live 
in Memphis and I know that 
newspaper.” He cited the rough 
treatment given the world 
renowned Saint Jude Hospital 
board of directors. Bishop 
attributed the paper’s abuse of 
our institution to its ignorance. 


Though he was relating the 
truth, Bishop Patterson moved 
on to the agenda: preaching. He 
cited that he changed the 
original theme of the 
convocation after being inspired 
during a visit to Mississippi. In 
the orthodox setting of 
Mississippi, the presiding bishop 
asked Bishop T. T. Scott if he 
might use a motto he saw in the 
Clarksdale, Mississippi church. 
Hence this year’s theme and 
official message was, “Holiness 
God’s First and Final Choice.” 


The bishop’s message was 
supportive of the holy preaching, 
lifestyle and attitudes which are 
traditional in the Church. He 
encouraged the people to stay 
with the gospel. He warned 


against opening the doors of the 
Church to joiners, therefore 
stopping the born in process. He 
voiced his undying support for 
traditional marriage, child 
rearing and family life. Bishop 
warned against the repugnant 
idea of homosexual lifestyle, 
both male and female types, as 
an alternative. He said the 
Church should never ordain a 
homosexual bishop,  etc., 
because any man in Christ is a 
new creature. In reality holiness 
is all that God desires. Holiness 
was God’s first and final choice 
for His creation. The saints 
rejoiced and praised God for the 
message. Bishop Patterson’s 
message made it clear that God 
will never change. 


That night Dr. James Forbes, 
professor of homiletics at Union 
Theological Seminary preached 
to the congregation. Dr. Forbes 
is a renowned speaker.

A FAREWELL SALUTE 
Supt. 
Louvernal McDaniel 
1934-1987 


On Tuesday, October 27, 1987, 
hundreds gathered in the city of 
Waterbury, Connecticut to pay 
tribute to a giant of a man. Only 
five days earlier the Rev. 
Louvernal (Vernon) McDaniel 
had lost his life in a tragic car 
accident. The word of his 
untimely death spread swiftly, 
by Tuesday morning, thousands 
of admirers of this articulate 
statesman had filled the City. 


Elder McDaniel was indeed a 
churchman, known across the 
country as a preacher’s 
preacher. For the past 25 years 
this compassionate leader

served as pastor of the renowned 
Richardson Memorial Church of 
God in Christ, Waterbury, 
Connecticut. From this pulpit 
his ministry reached the length 
and breadth of the United 
States. As the State Sunday 
School Superintendent of 
Eastern New York and later 
Chairman of) USAC “of 
Connecticut, this courageous 
leader demonstrated creative 
leadership and a dedication to 
excellence in Christian 
Education. 


Elder McDaniel held leadership 
roles with the Waterbury 
Ministerial Alliance and the 
Council of Churches. He also 
participated in various 
interdenominational activities 
on District and National levels, 
as well as Sunday School 
programs. 


Reverend McDaniel initiated 
several first events in the City 
of Waterbury, including a hot 
soup program, free 
Thanksgiving dinners for the 
needy and the Black Heritage 
Festival.

McDaniel launched a Fund 
Drive with the theme “Build to 
Save a Waterbury Teenager” 
which resulted in construction 
of the North End Recreation 
Center. Pastor McDaniel also 
served in the United States Air 


Force. 


Sister Patricia McDaniel and 
family has lost a compassionate 
father and a loving husband. 


The International Sunday 
School Department has lost an 
outstanding Superintendent. 


The Church of God in Christ has 
lost an anointed preacher. 


The City of Waterbury has lost 
a prestigious citizen. 


But Heaven has gained a 
tremendous Saint. 


Sleep on Brother McDaniel - 
we'll see you again.
